The Second Section Arrives. 

At 2:04 o’clock the second section, bearing 
the second battalion, reached the city and 
puffed into the shed. 

The second battalion was composed of 
companies A, C, K and L. 

The soldiers were in the best of spirits 
and were cheered as their train pulled 
into the shed. The train was composed 
of one baggage car, 
guns and bicycles; car containing horses for

At W o'clock the first section rounded 
the’ curve at Merietta station and came 
to a stndstill at the depot. The special 
car containing the Atlanta delegation was 
incoming train. 

Before the train started on its way to 
Atlanta, several short impromptu addresses 
were made, Hon. A. H. Revell, chairman 
of the executive committee, was the first 
to speak. He said that he was happy 
that he was so near Atlanta and he knew 
he would be still happier after he was off 
the train and was mingling with the good 
people of the south. The Chicago movement 
meant much to Atlanta. It meant that the 
two great cities of the northwest and the 
south would be better friends and would 
be drawn into closer relations with each 
other. 

Colonel Revell then introduced 
Altgeld. 

Governor Altgeld said that the excur- 
sion to the south was not only a state 
representation, but the active gentlemen 
and citizens of the state were on board 
by a large majority. He thought that the 
south and northwest should be better ac- 
quainted and he knew of no manner in 
which this introduction could be better 
given than by paying each other frequent 
visits. He was not forgetful of the action 
of Atlanta in regard to the visit a few 
months ago to the unveiling of the statue 
in his city and he hoped that that was but 
the beginning of many calls the two cit- 
ies. were to pay to each other. His ad- 
dress was loudly applauded. 

Colonel Ferd W. Peck was next to 
speak. He was delighted that the move- 
ment héd been made and that the south 
was to be seen as it really is by the peo- 
ple of the west. Good things would be 
the result of the trip and he was .glad 
that he was to be included in the party 
who were to be the guests of Atlanta, the 
Chicago of the south. 

Colonel Turner, of the Fifth regiment, 
spoke in behalf of the military and pre- 
sented his men to the committee who had 
welcomed them to Georgia and Atlanta. 

Mayor King, in behalf of the city, wel- 
comed the gentlemen and ladies composing 
the party. “Atlanta,” he said, is wait- 
ing to show Chicago a great exposition 
and a great city.”” The keys of the city 
were delivered to Mayor Swift, and the 
others of the party were assuered of a 
hearty welcome. 

Mr. Cabaniss, representing the press, wel- 
comed the distinguished party to Atlanta. 
And Colonel Candler, in behalf of the 
military, welcomed the regiment of Illinois. 

The train was in waiting only a few 
moments and the addresses were very short. 
It was just an informal meeting and gen- 
eral introduction. Most of the people on 
the train ha™ met the members of the 
committee, and it was but a few minutes 
that were spent in exctanging greetings, 
when the train moved out and began the 
run to Atlanta. 

The Fifth Regiment Welcomes Them. 

The distinguislfed members Composing 
the occupants of the first section were given 
a military welcome. 

Early yesterday morning a detachment 
from the Fifth regiment marched down 
to the depot and drew up in line on Wall 
street. They waited until after the hour 
for the arrival of the sections from Chi- 
cago, when they returned to the armory. 
Just before the arrival of the train, they 
again marched to the depot. When the 
first section pulled in the boys of the Fifth 
regiment greeted the staff officers and 
other members of the Illinois regiment 
with cheers. It was a welcome that came 
from the heart that was given the boys 
of the west. 

Dined Under the Shed. 

From the regimental train, which was a 
portion of the first section to arrive, the 
soldiers marched to the shed of the ‘er- 
minal of the Southern railway, wheré din- 
ner was served. 

The boys gathered about the temporary 
tables and while they partook of their 
noonday meal laughed and chatted. It was 
a gay scene. The soldiers standing about 
the platform made merry ‘and shouted 
across the tables to each other. An escort 
of the Fifth regiment was present, and the 
boys thoroughly enjoyed their repast.

TO PLAY THE PART OF BROKER 


While Other Powers Kick Up Rows 
with the Sultan of Turkey. 


NOTHING WARLIKE IN THE SITUATION 


Berlin Has About Abandoned the Idea 
of an Exhibition Next Year. 
Other Foreign News. 


Berlin, November 10.—The declarations of 
Lord Salisbury in his speech upon the oc- 
casion of the banquet of the lord mayor of 
London last night and the official state- 
ment made by M. Berthelot, the French 
minigter of foreign affairs in Paris, sum 
up ewerything of an official character there 
is known here in regard to the eastern 
situation, The reticence of our foreign office 
remains nearly absolute and no informa- 
tion conveying the slightest idea of the 
general position is permitted to leak out. 
Since Austria, under the approval of Ger- 
many, entered the European concert, the 
semil-official press says the situation has 
cleared up very materially. The sultan 
knows Austria’s power and disposition to 
take immediate action, and dreads that 
more than any other thing at has yet 
menaced him, and in consequence, these 
papers assert, is prepared to concede any- 
thing that may be demanded of the porte. 

Although Germany has joined the Euro- 
pean league she certainly has not commit- 
ted herself to any project contemplating a 
European protectorate over Turkey, the oc- 
cupation of Armenia by Russia, or any 


other scheme which would involve any in- 
terference at the present time with the 
powers of the sultan within his own do- 
mains, and The North German Gazette de- 
clares that the Christian inhabitants of 
Turkey in the meantime will be in nowise 
endangered. 
No Warlike Complications. 

The correspondent of The Tageblatt in 
Constantinople telegraphs to his paper that 
he is in a position to affirm that no war- 
like complications are Hkely to arise from 
the Armenian trouble, and behind this 
soothing seml-official assertion remains a 
combination of unexplained facts suggest- 
ing that it is the intention of Germany to 
play the part of the honest broker in the 
matter. The principal one of these facts is 
the action of Count Goluchowski, the Aus- 
trian secretary of state for foreign affairs, 
in first making overtures to Lord Salisbury. 
calling attention to the fact that it would 
greatly strengthen the position of England 
if the triple alliance should be taken into 
the alliance of power of the Turkish ques- 
tion under conditions that Austria would 
institute operations if required to protect 
the Macedonian population, Austria’s geo- 
gtaphical position enalimm her to do so 
}at a moment’s_noticé ‘asemt of the 
English premier to this’virtual proposal was 
obtained under Lord Salisbury’s conviction 
that England would require a strong back- 
ing against the coalition cf Russia ane 
France when the time should arrive for the 
partitioning of Turkey. In view of all this, 
while peace reigns for ~he moment under 
cautious ministerial utterances, robody be- 
lieves that the Turk will be able to weather 
the crisis which confronts him very much 
longer. It is thought that paramount in- 
terest in the present position io the high- 
est official circle here vies tn the hope that 
the policy now pursued will force England 
into the dreibund. England has always 
been ready to seize advantages from the 
‘central Eurgpean coalition without commit- 
ting hefSelf to anything, but the time has 
come when she is confronted with the al- 
ternative of choice between fatal isolation 
and a definite union with the continental 
powers. 

The situation in eastern Asia has also to 
be considered, and, in view of that situation, 
England ought least of all to be disposed to 
drift into war. Her ultimate fate, there- 
fore, must be to choose allies. 

The emperor has been shooting on the 
estates of Count von Wedell-Piesdorf, chief 
of the imperial household, at Piesdorf, and 
Prince Henry, of Prussia, and his wife, 
Princess Irene, it is announced, will spend 
the coming winter in Italy. Consequently 
they will not be able to appear at court 
this season. 

As the rumors of dis¢érd between the em- 
peror and his brother aré likely to be re- 
vived because of the latter’s absence, it is 
given out that the reason for his absence 
is the delicate health of the princess, 
which statement is partly true. The em- 
peror will review the naval recruits at Kiel 
about the middle of December, and has 
promised to go to Buda-Pesth to be present 
at the celebrations there. 


No Berlin Exhibition. 


The projected exhibition in Berlin in 1896 
has been found impossible pecause of the 
project of the German national exhibitions, 
which the managers thereof endeavored to 
substitute for the international expcsition. 
That scheme, however, is also failing, and 
has so far dwindled into a nefe Perlin 
trades and art treasury exhibition. A squab- 
ble has now arisen over the site of the 
exhibition, one clique wanting to have it 
located at Charlottenburg and another in 
Treptow park, on the Spree. The latter 
clique ‘have gained the day under the in- 
fluence of pressure brought to bear upon 
the committee by the government in repre- 
senting that the working people ought to 
be primarily benefited by the exhibition. 
The signers of the guarantee fund in the 
meantime refuse to provide lights for the 
exhibition, and it will consequently have to 
be closed after dark unless some sagacious 
speculators benefit themselves and the pub- 
lic by arranging to put in an electric light 
plant. The delay of the telegraph in supply- 
ing Berlin with good reports of Lord Salis- 
bury’s speech at the Mansion house banquet 
in London last night has seriously retarded 
the publication of press comments. Several 
special correspondents were able to furnish 
their papers with summaries of the speech, 
but they are not sufficiently comprehensive 
to serve as the basis of elaborate editorials. 
in official circles, however, the statement 
of the British premier is regarded as being 
as explicit as the situation will permit and 
is generally considered reassuring. 

A disastrous fire occurred at Ottensen, a 
suburb of Hamburg, last night, when 
Dietz’s machine works and the Steinle Com- 
pany’s tar works were destroyed. The loss 
is placed at 2,000,000 marks.

ACCIDENT ON THE L. AND N. 


Collision Near Franklin, Tenn—Re- 
ports Say Many Lives Were Lost. 


Nashville, Tenn., November 11, 2 a. m.— 
There has been an accident on the Louis- 
ville and Nashville road near Franklin, 
eighteen miles south of Nashville. Many 
reports are in circulation, and it is stated 
that both engineers and several passen- 
gers have been killed. 

It is impossible to learn tonight any- 
thing except that a New Orleans train 
and a freight train ran into each other 
four miles south of Franklin, and that 
many lives were lost, including five pas- 
sengers. 


MORE DEAD THAN ALIVE. 


A Shipwrecked Crew Is Rescued and 
Brought to Baltimore. 
Baltimore, November 10.—A shipwrecked 
crew and the captain’s wife were brought 
here today. For an entire week the woman 
and seven men were threatened with 
death, and when rescued were more dead 
than alive, as the result of exposure and 
lack of nourishment. A few partly decay- 
ed potatoes were the only food of which 
the party partook for seven days, and 
during that period there was no water to 

drink. 

To add to the misery of their position 
the shipwrecked party was constantly men- 
aced with\death by drowning duri these 
long days and longer nights. The schoon- 
er Francis, of St. Johns, N. B., left Jack- 
sonville for Demerara, with lumber vn Oc- 
tober 13th. On board was Captain John H. 
Gesner and wife; Chief Officer James A. 
McDonald and Seamen Harry Davis, Rich- 
ard Delmore, Richard Coyler, George Har- 
man and John Bree. On October 2ist a 
strong gale and heavy seas were encount- 
ered. Late at night some of the deck load 
was washed away, and the balance was 
thrown overboard. At 4 o’clock the follow- 
ing morning the wind suddenly shifted, 
throwing the vessel on ends and leaving 
her in an almost perpendicular position 
until the rigging could be cut away. 
Heavy seas continued to wash the decks, 
making it necessary for the crew to lash 
themselves to stationary objecis. 

For three days no vessel was sighted. 
Then a ray of hope came to the shipwreck- 
ed party in the shape of two vessels, but 
that ,rhope soon died out, as they passed 
by ¥ithout being attracted by ‘the dis- 
tress signals. During the next four days 
the drooping spirits and fast failing 
strength of Mrs. Gesner and the seven 
men were occasionally revived by the sight 
of a passing vessel. None of them saw the 
unfortunates, however, until early ‘Tues- 
day morning, October 9th, when the Nor- 
wegian barkentine Enterprise, Captain 
Paulson, from Mobile for Havre, fourteen 
days out, sighted the wreck in latitude 29. 
68 north, longitude 17.30 west, and sent boats 
alongside. 

Captain Gesner, his wife and crew were 
transferred to the Enterprise, after which 
Captain Paulsen set fire to what remained 
of the Francis. The bark Priscilla, Captain 
Klages, on November 3d, latitude 31.11 
north, longitude 70.4] west spoke the En- 
terprise. Captain Gesner asked to be tak- 
en aboard the Priscilla and brought to this 
city.

The Priscilla arrived 
here today, and the rescued mariners dis- 
persed for their homes.

SENOR VALEZ IS IN NEW YORK

HAS AMPLE MONEY FOR €XPENSES 


Many of the National Guard of New 
Jersey Join Him—Other Men from 
New York and Chicago. 


New York, November 10.—Senor Valez, a 
Cuban, who was recently sent from this 
city to Madrid in the interests of the Cu- 
ban insurgents, returned today on the 
steamer Veendam. He has been chosen 
to lead the next expedition to Cuba, but 
while he admitted that he expected to lead 
an expedition at an early day, he refused 
to give any details of his plans for obvious 
reasons. It was, however, learned that 
the expedition will be accompanied by 
members of the New Jersey national 
guard and also by the emissaries recently 
sent here by Maximo Gomez and Antonio 
Maceo. These emissaries are Lieutenants 
Salas and Sanchez, who brought to Senor 
Estrada Palma his appointment as pleni- 
potentiary delegate and $50,000 in money. 
The other emissaries sent by Maceo ar- 
rived from Jamaica They are negroes 
and bring with them $220,000 for the pur- 
chase of a fast steamer to carry filibuster- 
ing expeditions to the island. It caused 
some surprise among the Cubans that ne- 
groes should be entrusted with carrying 
such a large sum of money, but it is ex- 
plained by the fact that they are intimate 
friends of Maceo, who is aiso a colored 
man. 

Senor Valez’ expedition 1s to start in 
about a month and will be the most impor- 
tant one taken to Cuba since the war be- 
gan. It will be composed of Cubans and 
Americans from New York, Jersey City, 
Jacksonville, Philadelphia and Chicago. 
These New Jersey guardsmen will be very 
valuable to the insurgents, as tfey are to 
establish a signal corps, which will en- 
able the various commanders to communi- 
cate intelligence with the same facility as 
the Spanish have.

The People of Illinois Have Come To 
Mingle with Their Friends in 
the South.

POLICE COMMISSIONERS 


Will Meet in Regular Monthly Session 
Today, 


The board of police commissioners will 
meet in regular monthly session in the 
commissioners’ room at police headquar- 
ters this afternoon. Several matters of 
importance are, to be acted on and the 
meeting gives promise of being an inter- 
esting one, . 

The most important matter to come up 
is the trial of several members of the force 
on charges preferred against them for 
conduct unbecoming officers. Charges: are 
pending against two of the detectives and 
against three of the patrolmen. It is not 
probable that the charges against one of 
the detectives wnd one of the patrolmen 
will be heard, although the cases have 
been set for disposition. 

Perheps the most interesting casc to be 
disposed of is that pending against Detec- 
tive S. Wiggins. He is charged with of- 
fering to dismiss charges against a man 
for a consideration of $5. The complainant 
also alleges that the detective refused to 
notify his friends of his arrest, denying 
to the complainant the opportunity of se- 
curing aid from his friends. 

The complainant against Detective Wig- 
‘gins is Oliver J. Crews. Crews was ar- 
rested by Detective Wiggins on October 
2th. He was arrested on the popular 
charge.of suspicion and locked up at police 
headquarters. The officers found Crews 
mixing in the crowds at the union depot 
and he was thought to be a crook or pick- 
pocket. It was stated that Crews mixed 
among the ladies in the waiting room and 
was there for an improper purpose. 

Crews was locked up and docketed as a 
stata prisoner. Afterwards the charge 
against him was changed to a city case 
and he was arraigned in the recorder’s 
court on a charge of idling and loitering. 
He was fined $25 by Judge Calhoun and in 
default of payment was sent to the stock- 
ade. After serving a day or two Crews 
took leg bail and escaped from the place. 
He returned to the city and informed 
some of his friends that he had been very 
badly treated by Detective Wiggins. 

Crews told Mr. A. P. Morgan, Senator 
Sharp and other friends that Detective 
Wiggins had offered to accept a bribe of 
$5 and dismiss the case against him. He 
also said that the detective had refused 
to notify his friends of his arrest, denying 
him an opportunity to establish his identity 
and good character, he being accused of be- 
ing a suspicious or crooked character. The 
gentlemen named interested themselves in 
the matter and called on Chief Connolly 
and Chairman Johnson about it. They also 
called on Mayor King and Judge Calhoun 
and succeeded in getting the fine pending 
against Crews suspended until the matter 
could be investigated by the board of com- 
missioners. Crews escaped from tle stock- 
ade. as stated, and the fine assessed Ly 


_ Judge Calhoun still stands against him. 


Detective Wiggins, who made thé arrest 
of Crews. will make a defense of his ac- 
tion in the matter and the case will be a 
lively- one. Crews has employed an attor- 
rey and will push the case. 

The case against Detective Cason will 
probably be postponed unless he returns 
to the city this morning. It is said that 
he is in south Georgia or Florida looking 
for Will Myers. He will be represented by 
Attorneys Glenn & Rountree when his case 
is heard. The detective is charged with be- 
ing on the street with a lewd woman while 
in an intoxicated condition. The charge 
was preferred on October 26th by Captain 
Jesse Jcrdan. Patrolmen Florence and 
Williams found the detective in the condi- 
tion stated on Collins street. 

Patrolman Thomas Grant is charged 
with conduct unbecoming an officer, in that 
he was found in a room gambling with 
two well-known characters about town. 
The trio was arrested by Chief Wright 
and several detectives in a raid on Octo- 
ber i7th. Officer Grant has tendered his 
resignation as a member of the force, but 
it is probable that the charges will be 
investigated before his resignation is acted 


on. 

Patrolman J. B. Harris is charged with 
tyranny and being overbearing in making 
an arrest. F. 8. Raoul alleges that on Oc- 
tober 17th Harris arrested him in his 
place of business at 4 Wall street. The 
charge was a minor one and was made on 
the simple statement of a negro cook, ac- 


cording to Raoul, He alleges that Harris 


declined to allow him time to send for his 
partner and forced him to go to the sta- 
tion house) when he could have been 
served with a copy of the charges and al- 
lowed to attend to his business. 

The charges against Patrolman W. N. 
Hudson for reckless shooting will not be 
heard. The matter will be postponed until 
Hudson's case in the courts is disposed 
of. He has been indicted on a charge of 
murder for firing at a negro and killing an 
innocent one.

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PLOT 10 BREAK JAIL 


Desperate Scheme of Prisoners Foiled 
Last Night. 


BOLD ATTEMPT TO BREAK OUT. 


The Jailer Was To Have Been Over- 
powered and His Keys Taken 
from Him. 


A desperate scheme on the part of pris- 
oners confined in the Fulton county jail 
to break out of the prison was cleverly 
foiled by Jailer McConnell last night. 

Some of the most desperate men in the 
prison laid a plan to overpower the jailer 
and gain their freedom, but their scheme 
was suspected and quickly frustrated. The 
men attempted to decoy the jailer inside 
of the prison while he was alone im the 
office. Had he gone inside they would have 
leaped upon him and took his keys from 
him, easily making their escape out of the 
front door then. 

Jailer McConnell was on the alert, the 
prisoners having excited his suspicion, and 
instead of going in the prison he sent for 
Jailer McCullough, who lives nearby, and 
the jail watchman. The two jailers then en- 
tered the prison heavily armed and ae- 
fied the desperate prisoners, removing four 
of the ringleaders to the dungeon, where 
they were heav.ly chained and locked up. 

The scheme of the prisoners was a well 
laid one and but for the alertnéss of Jailer 
McConnell it would have been a success- 
ful one. The men inside sought to entice 
the jailer to enter the prison by raising 
a disturbance. They started a great noise 
by holleri and cursing, thinking that the 
jaijleg would enter the prison to make 
them hush. They thought that the jailer 
was in the office alone at the time and 
believed that when he entered the prison 
they could pounce upon him and take his 
keys and pistol before he suspected their 
scheme. 

Jailer McConnell was sitting in the of- 
fice when all at once the prisoners in the 
jail set up a noise which deafened the en- 
tire prison. The ringleaders of the scheme 
began cursing and yelling and they were 
joined in the racket by all of the prisoners 
in the jail, with a few exceptions. Tne 
men set up a yell and racket which bor- 
dered on pandemonium. The noise could 
be heard a block away and by reason of 
its unusual nature the jailer’s suspicion 
was aroused. He thought that something 
was up and going to the jail door he look- 
ed inside at the men and attempted to get 
them to stop hollering without entering. 
The prisoners in the corridor gathered 
near the door and set up a noise as if in 
defiance of the jailer, thinking that he 
oe become angry and enter the door 

one. 

Instead of doing so Mr. McConnell called 
the watchman on the outside and sent for 
Jailer McCullough. The latter went to the 
jail and while the watchman guarded the 
door the two jailers entered the corridor 
and subdu the ringleaders by force. 
When they entered the prisoners saw that 
their scheme had beeh foiled, knowing that 
they would have no chance with three 
armed men. Some Of the gang then cursed 
Jailer McConnell and told him he was a 
coward, fearing to enter the jail alone. 

The jailers took the four principals in the 
scheme, Will Ficken, T. 8. Janes, Charley 
Chisholm and Jim Jones, down in the 
dungeon and weighted them down with 
chains and irons. It was not until then 
that the men quieted down, realinzing 
that they had been foiled in a desperate 
intention to break for liberty. The men 
were left in the dungeon two or three 
hours as punishment for their conduct and 
were them carried to their cell, No. 38, 
and chained to the floor with heavy ircens. 

The four men are among the most des- 
perate prisoners ever confined in the jail 
at one time and the jailers have recently 
kept a vigorous watch on them. They are 
the men who expected to escape jail with 
Will Myers in the same manner as they 
intended to last night. Three of the men 
are under sentence to ten years each in the 
penitentiary for crimes committed some 
time ago. One of the four has not yet 
been tried, T. 8. Janes, but he is undoubt- 
edly a bad man. 

Among the prisoners whad raised the 
great racket was Gip South, the boy 
criminal. He was so determined in his 

urpose to cause trouble the jailers found 

t necessary to chain him in the dungeon 
all night together with two negroes who 
took part in the disturbance. 

It will be remembered that the criginal 
plan of escape of Myers and the men men- 
tioned was laid on the same basis as that 
of last night. It was first published in The 
Constitution. Myers was to knock Jailer 

down. with the pistol he had in his 
mossession and ther deliver the other 


prisoners. The same men who were in last . 
night’s scheme were in Myers’s. They were ' 


to be at the door as Myers was let out in 
the office to see his visitor. The scheme 
in that instance was foiled the unex- 
pected presence of Jailer is and sev- 
eral others in the office at the time. As

Jowis Jeferson Who Assaulted a Little | 


Girl. 


KILLED WHILE UNDER ARREST 


An Officer Was Taking Jefferson to 
Prison When a Mob Riddled the 
Negro with Bullets. 


Homerville, Ga., November 10.—(Special.) 
Lewis Jefferson, the negro who last Tues- 
day night attempted a criminal assault on 
the person of little Miss Wilson Frobel, 
efter having been pursued by a determin- 
ed posse, was captured and placed in jail, 
He made a full and complete confession as 
to his being the right man and what his 
purpose was, and that he had committed 
more than one similar offense before, 
stating that this was not the first time he 
had run off and left little white girls 
screaming—while he was being taken yes- 
terday afternoon before the magistrate at 
Argyle for a committal trial. The officer 
in going through a thick strip of woods 
near town was suddenly attacked from be- 
hind by parties unknown and overpower- 
ed and his prisoner taken and riddled with 
bullets. 

The negro's body was found this morning, 
and the coroner was immediatly notified. 
The verdict of the jury was that “he came 
to his death at the hands of persons un- 


known.” 
Negroes Approve the Lynching. 

The negroes here all say he was treated 
richt, and many of them say he ought to 
have been burned on the public square. 
This is one of the most law-abiding towns 
fn the state, but our people here, as every- 
where else, think that this summary pun- 
fshment was just and proper. Everything 
{fs perfectly quiet, and all hope that never 
again will there be a necessity for such 
action. 

The most searching investigation by the 
coroner's jury failed to elicit who composed 
the crowd that overpowered the officer, 
but as quite a large number of armed men 
who were not known here in the town and 
the surrounding country were seen skirt- 
ing the woods in the neighborhood of the 
spot where the lynching occurred, it is 
supposed that they came from either 
an adjoining county or from Florida, The 
brute had been captured near the line of 
Florida. 

OUR MACON BUDGET. 
The Mercer-Wofford Football Game.

Macon, Ga., November 10—(Special.)—The 
Mercer university football team will play 
the Wofford college team, of Spartan- 
burg, S. C., in Atlanta on the 29th instant, 
and considerable interest is already mant- 


fested in the game. 

The faculty has agreed to let the boys 
attend the exposition on that day, and 
this led to an arrangement being made for 
the game. The Mercer team, which is to 
play the South Carolinians, will be prac- 
tically the same as when it played a lo- 
cal team a few days ago. 

The boys have been training hard, and 
it is generally agreed that they are doing 
better work than any former Mercer team 
ever did. 

Augusta Didn’t Play.

Rev. Mr. Williams, of Savannah, Still 
on the Warpath. 

Savannah, Ga., November 10.—(Special.)— 
Rev. A. M. Williams preached his promised 
sermon at Wesley Monument church to- 
night on ‘‘What it Takes To Make a Good 
Citizen,” this subject having been called 
forth by the reply of Mayor Herman Myers 
to his sermon of last Sunday on the dis- 
pensary bill, in which the mayor questioned 
Mr. Williams being a good citizen on ac- 
count of the stand he took on the liquor 
question. Mr. Williams referred to the fact 
that Mayor ‘Myers took out citizen's papers 
in the city court here the day before he 
was elected mayor. He went for Mayor 
Mvers on what he called the mayor's attack 
on the Methodists. He denounced corrup- 
tion in elections in Chatham county, and 
mentioned an instance of repeating and one 
apparently of vote-buying, which he said 
he had seen -the latter doing during the 
recent legislative campaign. He stated that 
a large amount cof money had been spent on 
the election for mayor for the purpose of 
registering voters, which he considered the 
same as vote-buying. 

While a portion of ‘his remarks referred 
directly to the mayor, they were more par- 
ticularly aimed at the entire administration, 
which he said in effect winked at the vio- 
lation of the Sunday liquor laws as well as 
other laws: and on one occasion, he said, a 
green policeman made a charge against a 
liquor dealer for Sunday selling who was 
a clubmate of a prominent official, and the 
case was never heard from in the police 
court. 

He then devoted his attention to what he 
considered a good or a bad citizen, and 
while his remarks were general, it was plain 
that they were made applicable more or less 
to various men of the city government. As 
Mr. Williams had been refused permission 
to look at the police records covering the 
last six years, it was already brought prom- 
inently before the public that such a ser- 
mon was contemplated, and the church was 
crowded.

LAID TO REST. 


Dr. Battey’s Remains in the Mausoleum 
in Rome. | 


THE SERVICES BY DR. CANDLER 


Assisted by Rev. S. R. Belk and Rev. 
George T. Goetchins at the First 
Methodist Church. 


Rome, Ga., November 10.—(Special.)— 

The death of Dr. Robert Battey, while 
mot ufmexpected, has caused a feeling 
of universal sorrow and messages of con- 
dolence have been received from every 
quarter by his friends and admirers every- 
where. 

Hopes were entertained by many that 
his improvement would be permanent af- 
ter his condition had taken such a de- 
cided turn for the better, some weeks ago. 

But their hopes were destined to the 
deepest disappointment and death closed 
one of the most useful. and brilliant of 
careers when the summons came Friday. 


Laid in State. 

At 10 o’clock the casket was brought 
from the country home, where he breathed 
his lust, and where he spent the long, 
weary months of pain, and laid in state in 
the First Methodist church. It was beau- 
tifully and tastefully decorated with the 
flowers that in life he lovéd so well, and 
hundreds of people who knew and loved 
him in Hfe passed, with heads bowed in 
reverence and hearts saddened by a great 
persoral loss, by the blossom-burdened 
bier to pay the last sorrowful tribute to 
his memory, 

The day was overcast, but the gloomi- 
ness of the weather did not prevent the 
appearance of a great throng, who came 
to do him honor. 


A Sorrowful Reunion. 

Besides his devoted wife, ‘‘Martha,”’ as 
he delighted to refer to Ner in that pe- 
culiarly gentle manner of his, eight sons 
and daughters survive him. Dr. Henry 
Battey and Reddy Battey, of Rome, the 
latter of whom was absent in Florida at 
the time of his death, and George and Will 
Battey and two married daughters, of 
Florida; Mrs. Crichton, of Atlanta, and 
Mrs. Troutman, wife of Rev. M. L. Trout- 
man, now located in Augusta. 

It was a sad and sorrowful family re- 
union for them around the bier of one 
whose devotion and tenderness as a hus- 
band and father were among the most 
winning traits of his character. 

The Funeral Services. 

At 2:30 o’clock the Methodist church was 
crowded to overflowing with a vast assem- 
blage of mourning friends, and the ser- 
vices began, conducted by Rev. Dr. War- 
ren A. Candler, president of Emory col- 


_ lege, Oxford, and a lifelong friend of Dr. 


Battey, assisted by Rev. S. R. Belk, pas- 
tor of the First Methodist church, and 
Rev. Dr. George T. Goetchius, pastor of 
the First Presbyterian church. 

Never was there a more impressive ser- 
vice conducted in the city. Dr. Battey was 
for long years a member of the First 
church, which made the services all the 
more impressive to those who had so often 
worshiped with him therein. 

Dr. Candler’s Sermon. 

Dr. Candler responded immediately 
when informed by wire of the death of 
his friend and the »vsquest that he ofti- 
ciate in the last services, and with his ac- 
ceptance he sent a tender message of con- 
dolence to the family. 

He arrived yesterday and was the guest 
of Rev. S. R. Belk. When the hour ar- 
rived for the beginning of the service he 
was fn his place, accompanied by the two 
ministers who were to assist him. After 
the opening remarks by Dr. A. J. Battle 
he began his sermon, which was one of his 
best efforts, and his audience was frequent- 

jy -move to tears by the fervor of his elo- 
quence in speaking of the worth and work 
of his friend. 

A Labor of Love. 


His address was a labor of love and in 
the course of it he spoke of the splendid 
Christian example set by Dr. Battey in nis 
career of goodness and usefulness to man- 
kind. 

He touched upon the different phases of 
his well-rounded character and the gentle 
and forgiving natsre of the man whose 
chief mission seemed to be that of helpful- 
ness to his fellow creatures. His broad 
benevolence and open-handed charity and 


his daily walk and conservatism, patterned / 


after the meek and lowly Master whom he 
served, were alluded to in the tenderest 


manner, ‘ 
The Last Sad Rites. 

The other ministers joined in paying 
high tribute to the life and character of 
the dead and the service was beautified by 
the most exqulsitely touching music. 

After the service the long procession 
took up its march to the cemetery. Rome 
never witnessed a more imposing spectacie; 
thousands turned out to join in paying 
their respects to his memory. 

Across the Ettowah river and around the 
terraced slopes of Myrtle hill the pageant 
moved till upon its crest they assembled 
around the elegant mausoleum, where the 
remains of Robert Battey will find repose. 


His Fellow Workers. 


The Rome Meddical Society mg on 
Saturday night and passed -appropriate 
resolutions on the death of Dr. Battéy and 
resolved that each member should wear 
a badge of mourning for thirty days out 
of respect to him who was the first presi- 
dent of the society and its Nestor. 

A resclution was also passed that the 
members atitend the funeral in a _ body 
with members of other societies and of 
individuals among the fraternity through- 
out the state who had been invited. They, 
with the druggists and the ministers of 
the city, constituted a striking array of 
‘eminent men. 


At the Tomb. 

The doors of the spacious resting place 
for the dead were thrown open and ten- 
derly the pallbearers, selected from his 
friends and associates, carried the casket 
inside, where it was laid to rest in a vault, 
literally Hned with the sweetest flowers 
that could be secured. After appropriate 
exercises the aoors, which had been open- 
ed for the first time on this’ occasion, 
were closed and with a murmured prayer 
for tne repose of his spirit, the friends 
who loved him in life and mourned him 
in death turned sorrowingly away. 

Additional Honors. 

In the long list of honors given yester- 
day as having been heaped upon him, the 
facts of the last additional compliments 
paid him by foreign organizations was not 
included. 

Lust Sunday he was elected an honorary 
member of the Gynecological congress, 
which met at Bordeaux, France, and re- 
ceived many urgent letters from distin- 
guished members of the medical profes- 
sion there to attend, but his failing health 
prevented. 

Through all his long and varied career 
he was ever the same kindly and courteous 
companion, true friend and Joyal Christian 
gentleman. 

He was made the recipient of homage 
and flattery enough to hav>2 turned the 
head of any ordinary mortal, but through 
evil as well as good report he preserved 
the same unassuming ignonimity that made 
his character so lovable. 

The Constitution correspondent paid him 
a call a few weeks ago, when he had 
rallied sufficiently to chat a little, and 
during that visit Mrs. Battey handed the 
newspaper man a letter from an eminent 
French surgeon that had never been open- 
ed because of the illness of Dr. Battey, 
and in it his correspondent urged that he 
visit the congress.

The Lord Mayor’s Dinner. 

On the occasion of his visit to England, 
shortly after the discovery which sent his 
name resounding around the world, the 
then lord mayor of London gave a grand 
dining in his honor and on that occasion 
he was the recipient of showers of com- 
pliments and congratulations from the 
members of the highest circles, social and 
professional, in the British empire. 

His daughters preserved the cards of 
invitation that were sent them from time 
to time during the course of his travels 
in this country and in foreign lands and 
the collection is exceedingly curious and 
interesting. 

A Lasting Monument. 

The Battey infirmary, which will be 
established for the special treatment of 
female diseases through the medium of 
his own operation, which bears the name 
of the ‘ Battey operation,’’ is the only in- 
stitution of the kind in the United States, 
and there are only two others in the world, 

It occupies a block in the most beautiful 
portion of the city and the buildings cover 
a large block, this immense amount of 
room having been required to accommo- 
date the innumerable patlents who have 
come from every portion of the union at- 
tracted by the fame of the celebrated spe- 
clalist. 

He accumulated a snug (fortune of a 
quarter of a million dollars, or thereabouts, 
and included in his estate is the Mcdical 
building, the Te€castle building and other 
properties among the most valuable in 
Rome. 

A Splendid Mausoleum. 

Several years ago Dr. Battey purchased 


‘a lot in Myrtle Hill cemetery, overlooking 


the city and surrounding country, with a 
wide expanse of wood and field and wind- 


ing river. 

Upon this lot at an elevation of several 
hundred feet was constructed under his 
direction a splendid mausoleum of granite 
and marble, the imposing front of which 
is one of the most conspicuous objects 


around Rome. 

It was constructed at a cost of about 
$5,000, and there are fifty receiving vaults 
contained in the interior. 

In that elegantly arranged resting place 
his body will repose after the obsequies 
are concluded tomorrow afternoon. 

Many Messages. 

Yesterday and today telegrams and con- 
dolences have flowed in upon the offlicted 
family, among them a touching one from 
the venerable Dr. H. V. M. Miller, of At- 
lanta, between whom and the dead man a 
warm and life-long friendship existed. 

He telegraphed his sorrow over the death 
of his friend, and said that he would be 
able to attend the funeral, which he did.

A Tribute to Dr. Battey. 


Editor Constitution: The life work of Dr. 
Robert Battey has been completed. Full of 
honors in the sunset of his beautiful life, 
he has fallen asleep and his lofty spirit 
has winged its flight from earth and en- 
tered into the realm of the stars. In the 
long ago, beginning life as a friendless dry 
goods clerk, by toil and indefatigable labor, 
and animated by the desire to relieve the 
sorrows and sufferings of humanity, he ha& 
written his namé in undying letters of gold 
high upon glory’s plume. In the full frul- 
tion of his fame—his loss to humanity is 
mourned by two hemispheres—the light of 
his soul has been blotted out in this world 
to take on new life unhampered by the 
flesh. 

Dr. Battey’s discoveries, inventions and 
improvements in medicine and surgery 
have been submitted to the servants of 
the medical and,surgical world and have 
been pronounced good. Dr. J. Marion Sims, 
in the British Medical Journal for Decem- 
ber 1877, says: ““‘Dr. Battey has won the 
honors, let him wear them.’’ Time, the 
cruel test of all truth, has emphasized this 
verdict. While Dr. Battey was during most 
of his life a general practitioner of both 
medicine and surgery, his great forte was 
surgery. He had most happily combined 
the judgment and erudition of a Bilroth or 
Gross, the steady nerve and artistic skill 
of a Pancoast, coupled with the boldness 
and fearless intrepidity eo a  YVai- 
entine Mott. AS gentle and sweet 
in disposition as a woman, he was 
Spartan-like in courage and fidelity 
to those so fortunate as to enjoy his friend- 
ship. To his friends he was loyal, warm, 
tender and true, and through boyhood and 
mature manhood I never for a moment 
questioned the sincerity of his love and 
friendship: as soon would I have doubted 
my sainted mother’s love. The world is 
darker and sadder that he is gone, yet we 
thank God that we knew and loved Robert 
Battey. As his body is being consigned to 
the gloom profound of the cold, dark ’ 
grave I fain would plant a flower there that 
would live and bloom nerennially.

A Malignant Idiot. 


St. Louis has a nondescript weekly, 
half Police Gazette and half society 
journal, called The Mirror. It is edited 
by a fellow who is half dude and half 
barbarian—a sensation monger who is 
idiotic or malignant by turns, according 
to the mood of the devil who controls 
him. 

This creature in a recent issue of his 
paper boldly declares that the assaults 
of black men upon white women in the 
south are in the nature of a just retri- 
bution. Here is some of his drivel: 

I wonder if any of the people who write 
80 lJearnedly through their gloves about 
rapes and lynchings in the south ever stop 
to consider a phase of the matter that must 
present itself to all who believe in the 
handwriting of God in history? Do they 
ever consider retribution as a factor In the 
situation? Do they think of some of the 
features of slavery in the south that have 
their living consequences today in quad- 
roons, and’ octaroons? 

The barbarians embraced the daughters 
of patrician Rome in the highways and 
the historian sees in it the revenge of Fate 
for the daughters of barbarians defiled by 
patrician Romans under the hedges. Peas- 
ants polluted noblewomen during the Red 
Terror because during the long Bourbon 
Terror noblemen had made peasant women 
Are not the rapes in the 
south part of the “damnable iteration” 
of history—a story retold with hideous em- 
phasis? Familiarity breeds contempt, and 
the familiarity of the white with the black 
two score years ago, may it not have bred 
the frightful familiarity for the deeds for 
which blacks are lynched with admirable 
promptness in the south today? Did not 
the south unconsciously found its chivalry 
upon the fact that it had women to its 
fouler purposes to hand and was unac- 
countable for its use of them? 

This south hater takes the position 
that because a few white men in the 
generation before the war were too 
familiar with some of their women 
Slaves, it is only retribution when the 
biack men of the present day assault 
white women. He slanders the entire 
white race of the south in his charge 
that its chivalry was founded upon its 
licentious relations with an _ inferior 
race. 

What is this man driving at? What 
does he want? Does he desire to see 
the horrors of San Domingo repeated 
in the fairest region of the republic? 

Fortunately this enemy of his own 
race is the last of the south haters. In 
all this broad land there cannot ba 
found, even in the slums of journalisin, 
a writer shameless enough to indorse 
him or stind by him. The negroes re- 
pudiate his sham sympathy and the 
speeches and writings of the leaders of 
that race would be felt by him as a re- 
buke if ne had the sens'bilities of a 
man. This ruftian’s talk about retribu- 
tion is simply a white monster’s weak 
plea for black monsters whose ‘sav- 
agery awakens a responsiye chord 
in his nature. 
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What Shall We Teach Our Children? 
This question and its consideration 
are suggested by reading a volume 
recently sent us by the author, Dr. J. 
L. M. Curry. Its title is, “The Southern 
States of the American Union, Consid- 
ered in Their Relations to the Con- 
stitution of the United States and to 
the Resulting Union.” 
The volume is not a large one--not 
much time need be taken up in reading 
in—but it deals with a comprehensive 
subject in a comprehensive way. But 
comprehensiveness is not the only nor 
the chief merit of the book... The charm 
that it will have for thoughtful m‘nds 
lies in its clear, unprejudiced and dis- 
passionate presentation of the common 
facts of history—facts that have been 
ignored almost entirely by the prolific 
historians of our section and inade- 
quately presented by the writers of the 
other section. 
Dr. Curry dedicates his book “to 
the surviving soldiers and sailors who 
fought in the war between tlie states, 
who respect the patriotism and courage 
of their foes, and who would rally with 
egual readiness under the stars end 
stripes in defense of the constitution and 
the union; and to all Americans who 
love justice and truth.” The breadth 
and scope of this dedication are charac- 
teristic of the spirit in which Dr. Curry 
approaches a great historical question 
and his method of treatment is in keen- 
ing. While his purpose is a historical 
publication of the attitude of the 
south up to the date of secession, he 
is absolutely fair to the other side. He 
simply states facts of history that have 
been obscured or entirely ignored and 
discusses them with an impartiality 
that belongs to the true historian. 

The purpose of the book is briefly but 
Clearly set forth. Jt is the resroration 
of the south to its true place in the story 
of the formation of our government, to 
accurately set forth the true record of 
the south, rich in patriotism, iy intel- 
lectual force, in ecivie and military 
achievements, in heroism, and in honor- 
able and sagacious statesmuashbip, of a 
proper share in which uo American 
Moved 
by these honorable and legitimate pur- 
poses the author proceeds to show the 
part that the south has taken in the 
formation of our great republic, sehe- 
mently denying any wish to reopen set- 
tled controversies or to change the le-

His book is a valuable contribution to 
the history of the south and it should 
be introduced into our higher scbools 
and colleges. His motto throughout is 
that “the establishment of truth is 
never wrong.” Consequently tbere is 
not a line in his work that can 'e con- 
strued into an appeal to sectionalism. 

Of the reconstruction period Dr. Cur- 
ry writes briefly but informingly. He in- 
cludes in a foot-note some _ statistics 
that are of immense interest at this late 
day, as showing the nature of the car- 
nival of crime enacted in the southein 
states under republican auspices direct- 
ly after the war. This table we present 
herewith:

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Culture in Public Life. 

In an admirable editorial on this sub- 
ject The Chicago Times-Herald claims 
that there is a genuine recognition of 
the purely literary profession in Ameri- 
vuu polities. After giving a list of 
noted literary men who have been prom- 
inent in our public life our contempo- 


rary says: 

It is inexcusable stupidity, however, to 
assume that culture in its highest or broad- 
est sense ig a product only of universities 
or colleges. Culture ought to mean for an 
individual that he has selected and appro- 
priated in his own intellect and character 
the best to be found in books, in life; and 
for a nation it should mean the widest 
diffusion of those arts and in- 
fluences that make most substan- 
tially for humanity and progress, 
Veneer is not culture. Smattering is 
not culture. To have assisted at feasts 
of learning and carried away scraps is 
not scholarship. Pedantry is the fossil of 
culture, Sympathy is its plant. No ration- 
al critic would say jthat Franklin was in- 
ferior in culture to Jefferson, yet Franklin 
Wag not tne product of a university; nor 
will any assert that there is a name in 
the annals of any state or nation or age 
which stands more truly for culture in its 
broadest sense than that of Abraham. Lin- 
coln. There are no two greater masters 
of style in writing, the highest flower of 
culture, than Franklin and Lincoln. In 
what senate is there to be found a more 
perfect combination of scholar and states- 
man, man and gentleman, than Charles 
Sumner? If the state papers of mon- 
archies be explored for examples of logic, 
acumen and erudition, where shall we 
find more impressive characters than those 
disclosed by the records of a state depart- 
ment over which have presided men like 
Calhoun, Clay, Evarts, Hamilton Fish, 
Frelinghuysen, Rush, Van Buren? 

It is necessarily true that the self-seeker 
in politics is not, as a rule, a man of culture. 
The man of culture has no time topush 
himself for office, and he ig too self-respect- 
ing to descend to the solicitation of it at 
the hands of others. It is also true that 
democracy in Greece adorned the history 
of that nation with greatest number of 
of its greatest names, and that the great- 
est names*in the statesmanship even of 
Great Britain have been drawn not from 
its aristocracy but from the ranks of its 
common people. There is no antagonism 
now, as there never has been, between in- 
dividual scholarship and the democratic 
form of government. In proportion to its 
age and vicissitudes the democracy of the 
United States is unparalleled in the approv- 
al it has given to culture. 

This is suggestive and on the right 
line, Culture is a different thing from 


. The man who has selected 
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All the facts of ante-bellum history. 


and appropriated and made his own the 


| culture. Franklin and Lincoln were 
such men and they were wise, witty and 
eloquent when men who had read 1 
hundred books to their one were un- 
able to rise to the full height of a great 
occasion. 

When we leave a pedant out of public 
life we do not necessarily put culture 
under the ban. We have many cultured 
men in polities whose range of reading 
has been narrow, but they have master- 
ed a few good books, beginning with the 
Bible, and they are in touch with what 
is best in life and nature. Such men 
are wise teachers and their speeches 
and writings are models of style. Their 
culture is better than pedantic culture. 
It is an active force in human affairs 
and there is no danger that it will ever 
be ruled out of public life. 

An Interesting Case. 

For calling her “a sojdier of fortune 
who would work for the side that paid 
her best” Mrs. Helen M. Gougar wants 
$25,000 damages from Congressman 
Elijah Morse, of Massachusetts. 

Mrs. Gougar has left her home in In- 
diana and is now in Boston, where her 
case against Morse jis pending in the 
federal court. It is a lively case and the 
testimony shows that Mrs. Gougar’s 
personality and methods are widely 
known. Several prominent witnesses 
for the defense testify that the lady is 
abusive, bitter and vindictive in her 
speeches, and that she indulges in very 
severe personal criticisms. They also 
testify that she has worked for more 
than one political party. 

The case is of exceptional interest just 
at this time, because it is likely to limit 
the fleld of the new woman in politics 
if the plaintiff loses her suit. When the 
new woman gets interested in politics 


ashe wants plenty of room and no restric- 


tions. She demands the right to cham- 
pion democracy, republicanism and pop- 
ulism, all in the same campaign when it 
suits her, and she claims the privilege of 
denouncing her opponents as monsters 
of iniquity who are too awfully awful 
for anything. If she is to be called to 
account for her methods and utterances 
and characterized as a soldier of fortune 
because she fights on all sides and un- 
der every banner, we may expect from 
her an indignant protest and a demand 
for the purifying influence of woman in 
our politics. 

If .Mrs. Gougar loses her case she will 
at once leap to the conclusion that the 
country is going to the dogs, Matters 
are coming to a bad pass, she thinks, 
when a bright and brainy woman can- 
not make herself a common scold for 
every party in turn for a satisfactory 
remuneration without being called a 
soldier of fortune. 

But it will not be a public calamity 
if this new woman is called down. 
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Southern Humorists. 

The death of Eugene Field recalls the 
fact that he was born in a southern 
state, Missouri, which was also Mark 
Twain’s native commonwealth, 

Hiumor, of course, is not a sectional 
product and yet it must be admi:ted 
that of our most famous humorists 
the south claims the largest number. 
Besides Twain and Field there were iu 
the old days Thompson, who wrote 
“Major Jones’s Courtship;” Hooper, the 
author of “Simon Suggs;” George W. 
Bagby (“Mozis Addums”); Longstreet, 
the author of “Georgia Scenes; Har- 
ris, of Tennessee, who wrote “Sut Loy- 
engood;” Baldwin, whose ‘Flush Times 
of Alabama and Mississippi" was once 
so popular, “John Phoenix,” “Asa 
Hartz,” “John Happy” and the forgut- 
ten geniuses who wrote “The Big Bear 
of Arkansaw” and “The Arkansaw Doc- 
tor.” Then we have “Bill Arp,” “Betsy 
Hamilton,” “Snollygoster Ham,” “Un- 
cle Remus,” “Old Si,” and others uot 
so well known. -Lincoln was the prince 
of humorists, and he, too, was a south- 
erner. George D. Prentice lived long 
enough in the south to become thorough- 
ly identified with it, and the same may 
be said of Thompsop, who came to 
Georgia from Ohio, 

These names are easily recailel and it 
is safe to say that the list might be 
greatly extended if one would devote a 
little time to the work. 

The north has produced famous ku- 
morists, jolly good fellows, like 
“Artemus Ward,” and men of 
letters like Lowell and Holmes, 
with many of less note, but we 
believe that we ean match them all 
with even the fragmentary list which 
we have given of well-known south- 
erners. If we were to give the names 
of the men from this seetion whose wit 
and humor have made them conspicu- 
ous in politics and at the bar our task 
would be endless. In the domain of 
American humor the south seems to 
more than hold her own, 
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Our Foreign Policy. 

Nobody huows what our foreign pol- 
icy is, or what it will be. 

The truth 1s. we have no foreign pol- 
iey worthy ef the name. With every 
change of administration we are lanle 
to have a complete change in our for- 
eign relations. The countries deal'ng 
with us have no assurance that we will 
continue on the same line of policy and 
they naturally distrust us. Mr. George 
W. Smalley, the Ameriean correspondent 
of The London Times, makes a good 
point in the following: 

Continuity is the rule of English foreign 
policy, and it is the rule by adhering to 
which she has made for herself a reputa- 
tion as a power with which, in Prince 
Bismarck’s words, it is possible to do busi- 
ness. If you change your foreign policy 
as often as you change your foreign min- 
ister it is not possible to do business, nor 
to win the trust of other powers, nor to 
have, in the proper sense of the word, any 
policy whateyer. The mistakes of the Glad- 
stone and Rosebery ministries are visited 
upon their suceessors, but even that is 
better than correeting them at the expense 
of people who have taken you at your 


word. 

Undoubtedly we need a sound foreign 
policy and eontinuity in carrying it out. 
Jingoism in one administration and the 
surrender of our rights in the next can 
never advance our interests. It will do 
no good to cultivate closer trade relations 
with neighboring countries if the next 
administration is going to adopt the 
opposite line of conduct. Why build 
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: out a fresh, provincial lot of them every 


few years to be bamboozled and 
laughed at by the veterans of the Eu- 
ropean foreign offices. Rotation in of- 
fice may be carried to an unwise ex- 
treme. In our diplomatic service we 
should always retain a number of able 
and experienced men who are capable 
of rendering efficient service and whose 
naines are respected in other countries. 

With a whirligig foreign policy we can 
accomplish nothing. We must first as- 
certain the nature of a wise and patri- 
otic attitude toward other countries and 
then formulate a policy and stick to it. 


EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


A New York special of Wednesday says: 
“When Miss Vanderbilt returned from her 
drive last evening an incident occurred of 
a somewhat pathetic nature. As the state- 
ly and kindly-eyed young woman stepped 
from her carriage and walked toward the 
entrance of ber home a shabbily dressed 
child, with a pale face and an awe-stricken 
air, slid out of the crowd that was eyeing 
Miss Vanderbilt, and holding up a half- 
withered rose to the latter, said: ‘Will you 
Please take this, miss, for your wedding?’ 
‘Thank you, dear, very much,’ replied Miss 
Consuelo, and she took the flower from 
the grimy little hand and patted the child’s 
cheek affectionately. The child darted back 
into the crowd as if frightened at her own 
audacity, while the young woman of mil- 
lions disappeared in the house, holding the 
poor little rose tenderly and carefully in 
the hand that today she bestowed upon the 
duke of Marlborough.” 


An indictment under which a woman re- 
cently stood trial in Lancaster, Pa., charged 
that the defendant, “‘for gain and lucre did 
predict future events by cards, tokens, etc., 
and put a spell upon one John Herr.” The 
alleged bewitched person did not appear to 
testify, but his relatives told of statements 
by the defendant that John was bewitchsd, 
and of promises of her to put “‘spells” upon 
the enemies cf the family, under which 
they would be forced to confess. On a gen- 
eral denial by the defendant, that she did 
not know one card from another, the jury, 
after deliberating three hours, acquitted 
her, though imposing upon her the costs 
of the prosecution. The laughing lawyers 
and spectators in the court were rebuked 
by the presiding judge, who told them that 
it was a serious matter—so serious, in fact, 
that the legislature of Pennsylvania had 
made a law against it. 


The Rev, William Galping, of Elkhart, 
Ind., has created a stir in western religious 
circles by anopen attack on the Christian 
Endeavor Society. It was made at the re- 
cent annual meeting of the Protestant Epis- 
copal clergymen of northern Indiana, and 
it ranks second to the criticism on the same 
society made some months ago by a west- 
ern Catholic priest. Mr. Galping’s com- 
Plaint is that there is too much machin- 
ery in the church, and not enough organi- 
zation. In his view, to permit the forma- 
tion of societies in the church is acknowl- 
edged that the clergy have been deficient 
in their work. Further, hir. Galping said, 
‘the Christian Endeavor organizations are 
inconsistent with our recognized position 
before the world, and directly antagonistic 
to our time-honored teachings. They are 
the means of shirking church work for our 
young people. If the clergy will attend to 
their duties there will be no need of organ- 
izing Sunday afternoon meetings for the 
promulgation of ecstatic ideas and theoriz- 
ing. The notion that religion is a Sunday 
evening pastime is a notion to be sot rid of. 
The Christian Endeavor is a fad, and it 
seems to me must be placed on a level 
with the concert hall and the opera heuse.”’ 


Although Spain once owned two-thirds 
of America she has lost all of her colonies 
by misgovernment, except Cuba and Por- 
to Rico. The _ revolution of 1868 in the 
first named island ought to have taught 
the Spanish cabinet a lesson, but it did 
not. Taxation has been heavier and oppres- 
sion has been greater than it was brfore, 
and the colonial government has grown 
worse every year. It has become general- 
ly understood that a captain general in 
Cuba only needs to hold office fur a year 
or two in order to acquire money encugh 
to last him the rest of his life, and the 
other officials, nearly all of whom are im- 
ported, have had similar financial advin- 
tages. In the meantime the colonial debt 
has been piling up until, according to the 
statesman’s year book, it has passed £?7,- 
000,000, or over $180,000,000. 


Somebody in the north who has an idea 
of whatisin John Sherman's book thinks it 
does not contain the best story of Web- 
ster and Clay. Both were great money- 
makers, and both were forever in the hard- 
est financial straits. One day Clay went to 
Webster and said: “Got any money, Dan? 
I want $250." “I was just going over to 
borrow that amount from you,” said Web- 
ster. “I am dead broke.” “‘Wonder where 
we can raise it?

ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE, 


Editor Constitution: On my return home 
today I have been shown an interview with 
Colonel Buck, chairman of the republican 
party organization in this state, printed by 
yeu on Sunday, November 34. No denial 
of the interview has been made by Colonel 
Buck, and it therefore stands as by his au4 
thority. The inference to be drawn from 
your questions and answers is that Colo- 
nel Buck feels himself to be personally 
aggrieved by my published reply to the fn- 
quiry ot The New York Herald as to why 
there was no growth here of the republi- 
can party. You further say “it is general- 
ly believed were aimed at Colonel Buck 
and his management of republican affairs 
in Georgia.’’ This belief is erroneous, I had 
no such purpose. 

The reply I made to The Herald was as 
follows: 

“The party control has been numericaily 
in the hands of the negroes, many of whom 
were not always the wisest in deliberation 
or the most conservative in action. No 
self-respecting white man can subject h:m- 
self to the party control in our state of 
today, unless he is enthused with a mission- 
ary spirit to see to it that the federal offi- 
tices are so discreetly distributed that only 
those faithful to their management ure re- 
waraed.’’ 

The truth of this statement cannot be 
successfully contradicted, and it is because 
of this condition that there is not a large 
increase in the white republican vote of 
our state, It is safe to say, and I assert it, 
that a large majority of the white men who 
control the financial and mercantile affairs 
in this state favor the republican policy of 
“sound money;"” and a large majority of 
the white men wifo control] the mining and 
manufacturing industries in this rtate fa- 
vor the republican policy of protection to 
American labor and capital. A very con- 
siderable portion of the men having these 
views would unite with the repwbliiecan 
party, at least on these issues in national 
elections, but for the reason I have given. 
They will not submit to negro supremacy 
in party control, nor will they vote for 
the class of men nominated by such a party 
for presidential electors. In fact, the pres- 
ent state organization, called republican, 
gives good reason for the charge that the 
party in the nation desires and seeks to 
in the local 
governments of the south. It is just this 
which brings discredit upen our national 
party and deters white people who ara 
with us on the financial and economic ques- 
tions from giving us their votes in cen- 
gressional and national elections. 

The personal reflections thrown out in 
Colonel Buck's interview should have no 
place in this discussion. But in response to 
hig references I will say that my political! 
career closed when I resigned the office of 
governor twenty-four years ago. I have 
not since been an aspirant or an applicant 
for a salaried public office, either by elec- 
tion or appointment. My official record has 
been subjected to the closest 
political and judicial,

Alexander Cairns Held in New York 
for Frauds.

Its eyes are 
wide open, It is not clogged with old tra- 
ditions, nor does it vaunt the conservatisms 
of old families. It is a city of today, run 
on the end of century lines and full of the 
spirit of modern progress. Some of its older 
sisters nearby are regarding it with jealous 
eyes and wondering at its temerity in hold- 
ing an exposition; but they will understand 
it ‘better after Chicago has waked them 
up. The resemblance between Atlanta and 
Chicago, indeed, is not a mere fancy. It 
has the same comparative degree of push 
and hustle and long ago got out of the old 
conservative ruts in which so many other 
southern cities have plodded so long. It is 
needless to say that this Chicago visit will 
cement still stronger the good feeling exist- 
ing between the Windy City of Illinois and 
the Windy City of Georgia, and that from 
the commercial point of view the enter- 
prising merchants of the latter will see 
that it is to their interest to cultivate more 
intimate relations with the former, and to 
let down the bars so that there may be 
freer commercial intercourse, The visit of 
Chicago to Atlanta will mark a new epoch 
in the business relations of the two cities, 
and as the invading army proceeds on the 
new march to the sea the old song, ‘“‘March- 
ing Through Georgia,"’ will come to have a 
new sectional significance. 

The Inter Ocean will say: This new in- 
vasion of the south has its inspiration in a 
mutual good nature, and a community of 
sentiment from which all strains of discord 
and animosity are absent. Both sections 
feel kindly toward each other, and, what is 
more, they both know it. The south was 
not prepared for such a display of good 
fellowship at the north, nor was the north 
preparea@ to make it in good faith 
ten years ago, when New Orleans 
had just such a fair as the one 
now being held in Atlanta. It takes 
time, and a good deal of it, to do awav 
wholly with the marks of a four years’ 
war. No other northern city has under- 
taken to do for the Atlanta fair what Chi- 
cago is doing. This imposing escort of na- 
tional guard, or state militia, cannot fail 
to impress the whole south most favorably. 
It was characteristic of Chicago that she 
should take the lead in completing recon- 
struction. 

The Record will say: “The time hag evi- 
dently come when it is safe to assume 
that the «Jd lines of sectional feeling and 
prejudice are wiped away in so far as the 
great mass of the people, north and south, 
are concerned. The Atlanta exposition is 
significant of the reality of the sentiment 
underlying the earlier events at Louls- 
ville and Chickamauga. Nor is the matter 
entirely of sentiment. No one familiar 
with the business conditions prevailing 
between these séctions in late years can 
doubt that one result of these dJemonstra- 
tions is to be a strengthening of commer- 
cial relations. That the aecomplishment of 
these objects will be materially assisted by 
the Atlante exposition there is no doubt. 

Mr. Upton’s Views. 

Mr. George P. Upton, the chief editorial 
writer of The Chicago Tribune, who ig in 
Atlanta, has sent the following leader 
for today's edition: 

“The invasion of Atlanta by the multi- 
tudinous Chicago contingent of military 
and civilians has already given a decided 
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boom to the Cotton States and Internation- 
al exposition, and one which it needed. 
With here and there an exceptional day, 
the attendance has not been encouraging, 
but the knowledge that Chicago was com- 
ing in force both for Illinois and Chicago 
day has blown the breath of a new life 
into the scheme and éet this hustling little 
city all agog. Chicago day indeed bids fair 
to outdo Atlanta day im point of attend- 
ance, and by skillfully circusing the re- 
mainder of the period with a succession 
of popular attractions, as was done in 
the closing weeks of the Chicago fair, it 
is afticipated that success will be kept 
up near the Chicago day wstandard ahd 
that the project will come to a close with 
flying colers. In any event, these hustling 
Atlanta people are determined their expo- 
shall entail no seKrious burden of debt. 

“Atlanta resembles Chicago in manv 
respects and in none more than in her lo- 
cal patriotism. She i» proud of her fair. 
She believes in it and swears ry it. It is 
something more than a toy. Jt is her fetish. 
She is certain that no ether southern city 
ever did or ever will inaugurate sich an 
undertaking end she is right. She Tis 
gone at her work with a visor chat never 
tires. She has not been disvouraxed by the 
slow whirl of the pay turnstiles or by the 
noble array of deadheads. Bhe has not 
been dismayed by the narrow, serseless 
jealousies of neighboring cities. Nashville, 
Chattanooga, Savannah, Mobile and 
Charleston combined have not sent as 
many people here thus far as have come 
from Chicago in one day. When money has 
been wanted it has been forthcoming with- 
out going outside the limits of the city. A 
day or two ago the directors met and can- 
vassed their finances, They were $100,000 
short on accumulated indebtedness, They 
went down into their pockets. Mr. 8S. M. 
Inman fished out $50,000 and before many 
hours the other $50,000 was raised. This 
fund is in the nature of a loan, the sub- 
scribers taking the chance of recouping 
themselves after $300,000 in first mortgage 
bonds and operating expenses have been 
met. This shows the kind of stuff the 
people here are made of. Like Chicago, At- 
lanta is a young, hustling city, believing 
in herself and ready to put up her money 
on the belief. The 16 to 1 and the sound 
money men, democrats and republicans 
and populists, whites and blacks, are all 
pulling together. 

“IT came to Atlanta a few days in ad- 
vance of the main force to study the fair 
leisurely. It is unlike the New Orleans ex- 
position, which was a local incident. Its 
name, ‘Cotton States,’ does not express 
its real significance. In a limited sense 
it is a world’s fair. There are exhibits 
from many parts of the north. There are 
more northern state buildings than south- 
ern—Illinoigg) Massachusetts, New York, 
Pennsylvania and California as against 
Georgia and Alabama. Where are the oth- 
er cotton states? Florida shows the work 
of the Plant system and the most compre- 
hensive and best installed collection of ex- 
hibits on the grounds. Six American repub- 
lics—Chile, Argentingj Costa Rica, San 
Salvador, Venezuela and Mexico are also 
represented and there are several foreign 
displays. Piedmont park, with its back- 
ground of hills arrayed in their autumn 
colors, is an ideal site for exposition pur- 
poses. The scheme of the park, 189 acres 
in extent, is an amphitheater, the build- 
ings being grouped around a small lake 
(Clara Meer), and a plaza with 
evergreens that do not interfere 
with the vision. The only ornaments are 
an electric fountain, statuary and vases. 
The buildings themselves are without or- 
nament, depending for effect upon their 
lines. They are of wood and their colors 
have been happily chosen—gray for the 
body, white for trimmings and light green 
for roofs. This color scheme, while quiet, 
admirably fits the surroundings. The only 
drawback in the walkways is the unrolled 
macadam, which is tiresome to the feet, 
In its general effect it reminds one of the 
white city and yet it is not a copy imany 
sense except in some of the details of 
administration and installation. It would 
be superfiuous to describe all the build- 
ings, Two of them, however, merit spe- 
cial mention. The art gallery, as usual, 
is the center of interest. There are over 
700 exhibits of oils, water colors, illustra- 
tions and sculpture, of which at least one- 
third are of the higher order, these includ- 
ing some of the fayorites of the Chicago 
gallery, the late Thomas Hovenden’s 
‘Breaking Home Ties” occupying the 
place of honor. The negro building also 
is extremely interesting as showing the 
efforts of a race to rise above its old en- 
vironments of servitude and establish a 
place for itself in all the world’s depart- 
ments of labor. From this point of view 
these products of negro men, women and 
children, simple, crude and childlike as 
some of them are, are invested with a cer- 
tain sense of the pathetic. ‘They are not 
all of this class, however. There are ex- 
hibits both of manual] skill and intellectual 
effort, from the Hampton and Tuskeegee 
institutes and the Clark university, of 
Atlanta, which are worthy to be placed 
side by side with those of white scholars 
in similar institutions. Viewed as a whole, 
these negro exhibits, while they are more 
or less imitative, nevertheless show much 
promise and illustrate the gratifying prog- 
ress which has been made since emancipa- 
tion. Florida, which had the worst ex- 
hibit at the White City, has the best here. 
In place of the huge caravanserai built by 
Illinois in the same city with a most 
generous appropriation she has managed, 
with a meager appropriation, to erect here 
a most cosy and charming little house, 
which is a delight to all who visit it, 
though it has an unfortunate location, 
which it shares, however, with the charm- 
ing and characteristic house of Massachu- 
setts. 

The Atlanta fair has fits Midway, 
though if would have been better to ha 
called it the Highway, as it is not in an 
gense a midway. Like the plaisance at 
Chicago it is a panjandrum of blatant 
heathen from all over and they have been 
given the widest latitude for the exposi- 
tion of their peculiar codes of moral ethics. 
What it lacks in size it makes up in clam- 
orous advertising, braying through sound 
multipliers and beating sheet iron takes 
the place of the eloquence of our Midway 
orators and the whine and drone of its 
oriental music. The White City directors, 
if they climb the Midway Heights on Tues- 
day and venture into its dizzy resorts, may 
come away paralyzed. To this extent 
Atlanta is wickeder than Chicago, though 
Chicago is trying to turn her from the 
error of her ways, for our own Brother 
Moody is nightly wrestling with the devil 
and his wicked ores. But it is a far cry 
from his tabernacle to the Midway. I 
doubt whether either Sam Jones or Tal- 
| mage would dare to storm those entrench- 
ments, behind which all sorts of wicked- 
neizs are enjoying the profits of concession. 
It is cheering to note that the United 
States government, represented by the 
treasury department, has learned some- 
thing from its experiences at the White 
City. Its exhibit is a very generous one, 
though, of course, not on as large a scale 
as that at Chicago. It has overcome its 
routine and conservatism in construction 
and the supervising architect has erected 
| a building on modern lines of architecture 
and discarded that ugly dome which, in 
Chicago, in connection with the still uglier 
Illinois dome, did so much to offend the 
eye and crucify every sense of the fitness 
of things.

The Seaboard Air-Line has come to the 
front once more with a passenger rate 


war. 

This time it is with the purpose of en- 
couraging exposition traffic. 

The Seaboard makes the offer openly that 
it will sell tickets to the Atlanta exposi- 
tion nerth of Abbeville at $5 from any 
station, no matter how far up the line 


from Atlanta that station may be. 

These tickets will be good on special 
dates, which will be properly advertised 
by the Seaboard. 

The first trains came into Atlanta yester- 
day on this schedule of rates and the effect 
was all that the officials of the road could 
have asked. The trains brought about a 
thousand people to Atlanta. 

General Passenger Agent T. J. Anderson 
and Colonel B. A. Newland, general agent 
of the passenger department, were on one 
of the special trains which brought the 
crowds to Atlanta. 

Each of the Atianta specials brought 
mine carloads of people. They had passen- 
gers from various stations in the Carolinas 
and Virginia. | 

“It is our purpose,’’ said Colonél New- 
land last night, ‘‘to help the exposition and 
Wwe have hit upon this plan to do it as the 
best we knew. We are more than satisfied 
with the result of the first excursion and 
will run them just as often as we find the 
demand for them. 

“There are plenty of people who would 
come to the exposition if they could only 
get lower railroad rates, and while the 
railroads have all made low rates the 
Seaboard intends to make them even lower 
for those who live far away.”’ 

It is known that the Seaboard is not a 
member of the Southem States Passenger 
Association and they have bolted the rates 
that were fixed by the other lines. 
The officials of this line declare that the 
people along the line will all come to the 
exposition with such rates. 

‘A One Cent Rate from New Orleans. 

It now seems probable that a 1 cent a 
mile rate from New Orleans will be given 
the citizens from New Orleans on Louisina 
day, which is November 20th. 

The matter has been up for consideration 
for some time and will be submitted to 
Commissioner Thomas, ,of the Southern 
States Passenger Association, for ratifi- 
cation. 

The Sunday Pickayune, giving an ac- 
count of the meeting there to discuss the 
matter, has the following: 

“The first meeting regarding this ques- 
tion was held yesterday morning in the 
office of General Freight Agent Harcy, 
of the Northeastern, at which were pres- 
ent W. A. Turk, general passenger agent 
of the Southern; I. Hardy. general passen- 
ger agent or the Northeasiern; W. C. 
Rinearson, general passenger agent of the 
Cincinnati Southern: Assistant General 
Passenger Agent Benscoter, of the South- 
ern, and Colonel R. H. Garratt, assistant 
general passenger agent of the Norui- 
eastern. 

“This meeting was not altogether for 
the purpose of discussing the Atlanta 
rate on Louisiana day, so much as it was 
passenger rates in general, but in the ai- 
ternoon a meeting was held at the Pick- 
wick hotel, at which these gentlemen were 
present, as well as Messrs. C. P. Atmore, 
of the Louisville and Nashville; W. A. 
Kellond, assistant general passenger agent 
of the Illinois Central; Gaston Meslier, gen- 
eral passenger agent of the Texas and 
Pacific, and Colonel Sam Morse, general 
passenger agent of the Southern Pacific. 

“At this meeting a committee was ap- 
pointed to draft a contract which would 
be to the effect of making more binding 
all passenger rates which had already 
been agreed upon, and today at 3 o'clock, 
at the Pickwick hotel, this committee will 
report, and tne understanding is that 
among other things upon which action 
will be taken will be the rates to Atlanta 
on Louisiana day. 

“If the l-cent rate is agreed upon, the 
action of the meeting will be subject to the 
ratification of the commissicner, which wili 
be easily got, as the various lines repre- 
sented constitute a majority of the mem- 
bership of the association. 

“This action, by which the rates have 
been so materially reduced to Atlanta on 
Louisiana day, will doubtless meet witi 
the approbation of the people of the city 
and state, as it will place the rate to the 
very low figure of $9.90 tor the round trip, 
a@ rate to which no man can raise an ob- 
jection. 

“The sale of these tickets will in all 
probability begin on the 18th, though as 
yet that matter has not been finally de- 
cided upon.”’

THE UNION STATION 


What the Recent Movements for the New 
Depot Signify. 


STATION SITE MAY BE CHANGED 


There Are Rumors That the Central’s 
Freight Yards May Be Taken for 
the New Depot Site. 


The new union passenger station question 
takes on more interest every day, and now 
that it is known that the Southern railway 
authorities have purchased untold lots of 
land in the region of the Mitchell and 
Peters streets crossings, the situation is, 
indeed, such as excites concern, 

It has been ascertained that the South- 
ern railway has purchased all of the prop- 
erty of the Atlanta Compress Company, the 
lot extending from Peters street on the 
south side to Mitchell street on the north 
side, and extending fully a thousand feet 
along the tracks of the old East Tennes- 
sec, Virginia and Georgia railroad and the 
Central of Georgia. 

It is known that this land has been 
bought for depot purposes and it tis thought 
that the freight depot will be built there 
for all the Iines of the Southern which 
center in Atlanta. One vast storeroom and 
warehouse will be constructed, it ‘s said, 
upon the compress lot for the freight of 
the Southern and the Central, and it is 
reported that the Central and Southern will 
build the new passenger station on the lot 
where now stands the Central. freight of- 
fices. 

If this plan is carried out it is easy to 
see that the new passenger station will be 


if the former plan of the ra!lway offictals 
had been carried out by which the new 
station would have been constructed be- 
yond the Mitchell street crossing. 

Now that the Central has passed into 
the hands of the Southern, it its by no 
means improbable that such a deal has 
been made as mentioned and that the Cen- 
tral’s property will be used for the new 
union passenger station and the compress 
property recently purchased by the South- 
ern will be used for a site for the large 
freight depot as contemplated, 

The Southern people have really purchas- 
ed more land in this region of the city 
than has been described in the former ar- 
ticles in The Constitution. The recent pur- 
chases included all the land from Peters 
Street to Mitchell street, and as was al- 
ready known the Southern’ had purchased 
last spring all the land lying opposite this 
lot across the railroad tracks for the ex- 
press purpose of erecting the new union 
passenger station. 

The buying up of all th‘s land at high 
prices certainly carries with it a great deal 
of meaning and bears with increased stress 
upon the new union passenger stat‘on ques- 
t.on in this city. 

The Need Clearly Shown. 

Never was the need of a large and spa- 
cious passenger station in Atlanta so clear- 
ly set forth as has been demonstrated with- 
in the past week. 

The present structure used for a union 
Station has not been half sufficient to com- 
fortably accommodate the crowds that 
have been pouring into the city to the ex- 
position. For three or four days last week 
the gateways were so frightfully packed, 
with tourists going and coming that it was 
utterly imposstble for a lady to pass into 
the interior of the station to get to any 
train, and it was almost as difficult 
those who came to Atlanta 
outlet to the streets. 

With a double force of guards and po- 
lice officers the situation was not much 
remedied and not until many of the trains 
adopted the plan of stopping at the cross- 
ings outside the station shed and dumping 
the!r passengers bodily into the streets did 
any good results come, 

It was clearly shown that Atlanta’s 
greatest need now is a new union passen- 
ger station. 

The recent movements on the part of 
the Southern in the direction of a speedy 
fulfillment of the promises concerning the 
new station are certainly most gratify- 
ing.

Dr. J. Posey | Under Arrest at Head- 
quarters. 


BROUGHT HERE FROM AUGUSTA 


The Doctor Says That He Is Charged 
with Larceny for the Purpose of 
Getting His Child Away. 


J. M. Posey, formerly of Augusta, 
but recently an Atlantian, was brought 
from that city yesterday morning by an 
Augusta detective and locked up at police 
headquarters. He was arrested in Augusta 
Saturday on a warrant sworn out by his 
father-in-law, charging him with larceny 


from the house. 

The trouble between Dr. Posey and his 
wife was recounted in The Constitution 
two days ago. Dr. Posey is accused by 
his wife of stealing her two-year-old child 
from her house on Connally street one 
night last week. The child was taken 
to Augusta by its father and Mrs. Posey 
went to that city Saturday with a warrant 
charging her husband with larceny. 

The warrant did not specify what Dr. 
Posey had stolen, but it Is supposed that 
he is accused of taking away certain 
things at his wife’s house at the time he 
carried his child away. He says that he 
only took away things that belonged to 
hin individually. 

Mrs. Posey wanted her husband arrest- 
ed in Atlanta before he left for Augusta, 
but the police failed to arrest him. Mrs. 
Posey stated that her husband had stolen 
her child betause she had refused to go 
to Augusta with him. It seems that the 
doctor and his wife had been living to- 
gether for a short time since parting some 
time ago. He decided to move to Au- 
gusta and wanted his 
him. She declined to do so and he took 
the child away without his wife’s consent. 

In order to get possession of her child 
Mrs. Posey swore out the warrant and 
went to Augusta, according to the doc- 
tor. He says that his wife agreed tu 
drop prosecution if he would give up 
the child. The Augusta police refused to 
render Mrs. Posey any aid in the matter, 
they having already arrested Posey at the 
instance of Chief Connolly. Posey left 
the child in the possession of his mother 
and the police were powerless to inter- 
fere. Seeing the hopelessness of her case 
Mrs. Posey went to the depot Saturday 
night just before Detective Kelly left Au- 
gusta for Atlanta with Posey and pro- 
posed to her hugband to drop thé prosecu- 
tion if he would agree to give up .the child. 

Dr. Posey wanted his release and he 
agreed to the proposition of his wife and 
wrote a note to his mother, telling her 
to giv> the child to its mother. It seems 
that Posey’s mother thought that the note 
was a forgery and she declined to give 
up the child. In the meantime Posey was 
brought to Atlanta. Mrs. Posey returned 
last night, not being able to get the 
child in Augusta. It is understood that 
she is still willing to settle the matter if 
she can get possession of the child. 

Dr. Posey said last night that he had a 
perfect right to-keep the child as it was 
his own. He said that he would fight the 
case as he had stolen nothing. He de- 
clared that the charge of larceny against 
him was trumped up simply to get him in 
trouble, thinking that he would give up 
the child.

Our country is learning a lesson: laborers 
and capitalists have both been called to ac- 
count and led to reflect by the troubles 
and losses of the last few years. 

The judgment of righteousness is and 
must ever be on the = side of universal 
right, of justice to the people, to the poor 
as well as the rich. It is crying aloud in 
these days of the centralization of wealth 
and power, of corporations and trusts; 
not against these as such, for they may be 
a means to a greater good; but against 
their possible abuses in corrupting legis- 
lation and oppressing the people. If these 
voices are not heard and obeyed, the crisis, 
the conflict will deepen and judgment in 
more terrible forms will come to overthrow 
the wrong and vindicate the right. 

The judgment of righteousness is plead- 
ing for wise and just legislation. All the 
tendencies are to centralization; three- 
fourths of the people of this land are in 
the towns and cities; municipal rule 1s 
every year becoming more complicated and 
difficult; and so of national legislation, 

(yreat, sectional, corporate interests 
are pressing their claims, seeking often 
to corrupt, to buy or bribe; the strain 
Was never so great, and it is upon the 
very centers, the foundations of social 
justice. The security of our country de- 
pends upon the incorruptibility of its legis- 
lative and judicial authorities. If these 
are just, the judgment of righteousness 
will forever guard this land; if not, the 
Same judgment will call it to severe and, 
it may be, to dreadful account. 

The judgment of righteousness has been 
and must always be on the side of the 
rights of man, on the side of liberty. 
Hence this has been a world of crises, of 
judgment days against despotism and 
slaveries. The banks of the Nile and the 
shores of the Mediterranean are grave- 
yards of perished civilizations. The de- 
struction of Jerusalem, the fall of Rome, 
the reformation of the sixteenth and the 
revolutions of the eighteenth centuries 
were all judgment days of righteousness. 

This is the judgment day to Turkey and 
Spain; the judgment of righteousness 
cannot longer endure the cruelties 
of stolid, superstitious Mohammedan 
tyranny over the Christians of Armenia. 
This country should hastén to join with 
England in putting an end to such inhu- 
man barbarities. Nor ought it be a matter 
of indifference to this land that the army 
and navy of Spain are trying to enforce 
a cruel despotism upon our very borders. 
If we had a right to rebel in 1776, the pa- 
triots of Cuba have greater reason and 
right to rebel against the tyranny of Spain 
in 1895. By all the sacred principles for 
which our fathers fought, by all the sacred 
memories of the past, should this land 
help fight the battles of liberty in suffer- 
ing Cuba. 

A dreadful crisis, judgment of righteous- 
ness, was the civil war of thirty years ago 
in our country. Rebellions beget rebellions; 
the colonies rebelled against England; 
the southern states felt they had a right 
to rebel against the union, History moves 
by compromises; the old question of 
slavery could not be settled in the forma- 
tion of our government. It was postponed, 
Statesmen foresaw its incongruity—the 
danger to a republican government in a 
land where part of the states were slave 
and part free. 

It was the misfortune and not the fault 
of this country that it had to carry such 
an inheritance; the misfortune and not the 
fault of the men and women of thirty years

THE CONGRESS OF 
PROFESSIONAL WOMEN. 


—_— a 


A number of brilliant women of various 
‘professions are in the city in attendance 
on the congress of professional women, of 
which Mrs. William A, Hemphill is chair- 
man, 

The paper read by Mrs. Wormley, of 
Philadelphia, on “‘Music and Song as a 

Profession for Women,” was beautilul 
fin the power of its subject, the language 
‘expressing it, and, above all, the charming 
jmanner in which Miss Wormley read her 
paper. Containing, as it did, a concen- 
rtrated history of women's music, it is of 
historic value and has been sought by 
the leading periodicals of the country. 
Among other things, Miss Wormley said: 

“It is interesting to know that from the 
earliest times women have been connect- 
,ed with music in a professional way, Not 
vonly within the past few hundred years 
has the profession for women been raised 
‘to a high standard, but at no previous 
time has it held the dignified position of 
the present day. Dafing back to several 
centuries before the Christian era we find 
there were bands of. women musicians, of 
whom numerous illustrations exist, the 
mmost ancient, I believe, being found in a 
4omb near Thebes, representing six wo- 
‘Men, the first playing upon a harp, the 


second wponm the aither, the third ~upor 


‘the ti-bonnie or banjo, the fourth upon the 
double flute, the fifth upon the shoulder 
harp and the last, but not least, the sing- 
er, clapping hands, or keeping time. 

“Such musicians were engaged by peo- 
ple of moderate means for weddings and 
all festivities, while families of high rank 
supported a regulad staff of paid musi- 
cians, who were expected, not only to 
dance and sing, but in times of bereave- 
‘ment required to change their songs to 
wailing, lamentation and, if necessary, 

undertake the entire family mourning. 
Among the Hebrews we note the same 
progression from men to women musl- 
clans. Probably they obtained this idea 
‘from the earlier Egyptians, for they also 
‘borrowed the timbrel and tambourine, 
which became so celebrated through Muir- 
fam, the sister of Moses, who, historians 
tell us, must have been a professional 
musician. One who lived during the time 
of Christ and wrote the life of Moses says 
‘that Miriam and her mother were leaders 
‘of choruses, Moses leading the men, Mir- 
lam the women, and that during the time 
‘of the second temple, in times of special 
display, women were among the most im- 
‘portant participants.

‘Mnable to resist their charms as the mariner 
the song of the Lorelei, and even in those 

S, as now, credited the singer with 
Undue influences over the minds of men, 
for in the Apocrypha we find the son of 
Sirach warning his brethern to ‘beware 
of female singers, that they entice thee 
Hot with their charms.”

GATE CITY GUARD’S GUESTS 


Major Burke Feels Sure That the Fam- 
ous Regiment Will Visit Atlanta 
on New York Day. 


The coming of the celebrated Seventh 
regiment of New York seems quite proba- 
ble, Everything is being arranged for the 
trip and everything in Atlanta is ready for 
the reception of this and the other famous 


companies that are coming. 

With the Seventh regiment will come 
the Old Guard, of New York city, which 
is also a famous company. The Burgess’s 
Corps hag postponed its trip until the date 
set for the coming of the Seventh, which 
means that they are coming. 

The three companies will bring between 
1,500 and 2,000 active soldiers to Atlanta. 
The Seventh regiment alone has 960 men 
who will come if everything is arranged.

The Old Guard, of New York city, which 
is made up of retired officers of the state 
militia, hag all the money that is needed 
to make the trip, and whether or not they 
come is to be decided by the action of the 
Seventh regiment.. The Burgess’s Corps 
will be here whether the Seventh comes 
or not. They are booked to reach Atlanta 
Tuesday morning, but have postponed their 
trip until New York day at the exposition. 
They have nevertheless sent a committee 
from the company, which will arrive Tues- 
day, and this commnttee will make ar- 
rangements for the coming of the Burgess’s 
Corps and probably the companies from 
New York city. 

Colonel Joseph F. Burke, commander of 
the Gate City Guard, has been correspond- 
ing with the Seventh regiment and the Old 
Guards, and said last night that he didn’t 
think there was any doubt about the New 
York companies coming. 

“We have made arrangements for their 
reception and their entertainment while 
here,’’ said Colonel Burke Saturday. ‘I 
have been corresponding with the compa- 
nies, and they are anxious to come and 
wé are anxious to have them come. They 
say they are getting up the desired sum to 
bring them to Atlanta and that they will 
be able to get up the sum easily. We have 
made all arrangements for their reception 
and entertainment while here and will 
turn out the full strength of the battalion 
of the Gate City Guard to welcome them.”’ 

Colonel Burke has been corresponding 
with these companies for several weeks 
and he feels satisfied that they are com- 
ing. 

The coming of the representative military 
organization of the Empire State is set 
for the 23d of this month. On that day 
the Gate City Guard, with a full battal- 
ion in their handsome full dress uniform, 
will meet the visitors’ specials at Gaines- 
ville and escort them to the city. 

The uniform of the Seventh regiment is 
of /gray with whi€e cross belts, and they 
present a catchy appearance. This will be 
the largest collection of soldiers in Atlanta 
since the day Sherman laid the town in 

‘ ashes. 

While here the companies, escorted by the 
Gate City Guard, will march to the 
grounds, and this promises to be the grand- 
est military pageant ever seen on the streets 
of Atlanta. 

Upon their-arri¢al, which will be in the 
evening, the streets mill be illuminated 
with lights of all cafYors. The friends of 
the Guard who, when they marched down 
to meet the Putnam Phalanx burned red 
lights on each corner, say they are going 
to burn barrels of tar and other illuminat- 
ing articles and place them on the cor- 
ners, 

In command of the Seventh regiment 
will be Colonel Appleton, one of the most 
prominent business men in the city of 
New York. He is very much enthused over 
the trip to Atlanta. In hig letters to Col- 
onel Burke he has expressed himself as 
confident that the trip will be made.
